Four Chlcagroans, Including a Young
Lady, In the Water Six Hours.

CHICAGO, July 9. A yachting party of
four people was rescued off Lincoln Park at
daylight to-d- ay after six hours spent in
the water clinging to the overturned craft.
The party consisted of twa young men and
a young womafi, all prominent society peo-

ple, and a man servant who acted as skip-
per. ; f'

Tuesday afternoon Allen Fowler, a young
attorney, started for a sail with his yacht
Bowery, taking with him Miss Emma Gib-
son, James Dalton and a servant. The
weather was delightful, and the sail was
prolonged until late in the evening. About
10 o'clock, as the yacht wa3 nearing Lin-
coln Park and the people were quietly rest-
ing on deck, a sudden gust of wind caught
the craft, and, helped by the clumsiness of
the servant who was at the helm, capsized
the boat. Miss Gibson, who was sv ept
clear off the deck, was rescued by Mr. Fow-
ler, and the four, by the aid of ropes andspars, succeeded in clinging to the over-
turned hull. They shrieked for help until
their voices failed them. Chilled and al-
most helpless, they drifted about within
sight of the park until returning daylight
revealed their plight to some early fisher-
men on the beach. Boats were sent out and
the four were taken off the wreck. All of
them were in so exhausted a condition that
they were vnable to pive the rescuers their
names or address. They were accordingly
taken to a hospital, where all were revived.
Meanwhile the parents of the three young
people had been making frantic search for
them. No trace was found until telegrams
from the hospital announced their safety.
Miss Gibson is still In a serious condition,
but her recovery Is expected. The other
members of the party were able to leave
the hospital during the day.

Adrift In Green Bay. '

Green bay most of last night In the small
yacht Henrietta. The storm in the after-
noon overtook the party and drove the boat
cut into the bay.

morning the party was picked up by thesame tug. They were nearly exhausted
from cold and hunger.
